3. Whether TEC and the Consumer Advocate Division fairly and reasonably made
adjustments through rate design, credits, and expenses to offset the calculated amounts of
overearnings.

4. Whether the issues raised by AT&T Communications of the South Central States

should be transferred to the Access Charge Reform Docket, No. 97-00889, and the Universal Service
